A MATTER which is once again calling for at- 
tention is the habit that the coolies have once 
again fallen into of carrying dry powdered lime 
from the lighters along Connaught Koad, across 
that road and up side streets, in open, and 
therefore unprotected, baskets, which, during 
the present prevailing winds, causes the lime 
to be blown about in all directions, to the great 
annoyance of all passers-by. We believe that 
some time ago it was enacted that all utensils 
used for the transportation of this class of goods 
on the thoroughfares of Hongkong, should be 
covered, and of such a nature as to prevent any 
leakage.

Proceeding with the reading of the report, it 
was’'stated that the number of Chinese creditors 
actually voting at the confirmatory meeting 
was 4g. Debtors were an old-standing firm of 
sugar merchants trading’ between Java, Singa- 
pore, Hongkong, Nowh China and Japan, 
The insolvency of the firm was attributed by 
the manager to the full ia the price of sugar in 
consequence of the war, and to loss in ex- 
change. The assets were given as [511,195.94 
and the liabilities, $842,'92.07, Goods of the 
value of $78,208 ‘had already been sald under 
contract still good, and the remainder was 
valued of $381,440. lnvestigation, however, 
showed that the valuc was placed lower than it 
should be, a firm of surveyors estimating it at 
$25,600 more: than was stated, It was men- 
tioned in the report that Un Oi Yu expected tb 
lose $30,000 over the transaction which he was 
willing (o do for the sake of his brother-in-law, 
the fate (hu Tce, and this was one of the reas 
sons why the creditors were prepared to.accept 
the composition. Mr, Bruce Shepherd’s main 
objection to the proposal forthe composition was 
that the whole of the assets, amounting to over 
half a million dollars in value, would be handed 
over to Un Di Yu without his having to pay 
anything in cash and with no security beyond 
the personal security of himself and his firm. 
He absolutely refused to make any payment 
in cagh, but the creditors believed in his inte- 
grity and that of his firm, and thought they 
were justified in accepting the proposal, The 
only alternative was to wind up the estate, io 
which case the Official Receiver feared there 
would be considerable loss, ‘and in view’ bf the 
position taken up by Un Oi Yu he thought the 
proposal might be approved. 

The Chief Justice asked whether the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation and 
the Chartered Bank were in favour of the pro- 
posal. . ‘

: sing, however, a ship of the same line, from 
Newchwang also, The Kinesing is unable to’ 
throw ary light-on the ‘whereabouts of, her

way to Chefoo. 

- It was stated that the Hibsang, prior to her. 
departure from Newchwang,’ inf. rmed ihe’ 
skipper of the Xingsing as to the reute she 
would probably take.’ The latier, therefore, on 
learning at Newchwang of non-arrival of the 
Hipsang at Chefoo, followed as‘nearly as pos- 
sible. the: track over which .the captain had: 
given out. he intended to steam, in the hope 
of clearing up.the mystery. Nothing was 
seenof the belated steamer, however, and those 
who are making efforts to locate her are as 
much in the dark as ever, 

CHINESE REPORT. 
_ Tf avy faith can he put’in the story told 
yesterday by Chinese arriving in junks from 
Laotishan, the fate ‘of the missing steamer 
Hipsang may. be sealed. 

Their statement is as follows: They lele 
Port Arthur July 16th fora place called’ Yang- 
taokah or Yangtaokan, just north of Pigeon 
Bay, where they intended to take passage for 
Chefoo, by junk, They were at Yangtaokah 
during the entire day of July réth, On the 
morning of this day, st about eight o'clock, 
and while a slight fog prevailed, they saw the 
forts fire on a vessel which could be observed. 
The shots from the batteries did not take effect, 
und the vessel did not stop. Immediately 
afterward a torpedo boat came up from the 
‘direction of Pigeon Bay and ran out, toward 
the passing steamer, and apparently attacked 
her, as she sant soon after. 

The torpedo boat subsequently came in, 
bringing 30 Chinese and 1 foreigner, survivors 
of the wreck, : 

There is a good deal in this story that is 
reasonable. The point from which these natives 
say they departed is that fram which most of 
the junks carrying Port Arihur refugees have 
sailed, There are forts at the place where they 
assert the steamer was fired upon. It is quite | 
probable that there are Russian torpedo boats 
in Pigeon Bay, The Chinese making these 
statements\ woula probably not connect the 
above facts to concoct a story that was untrue, 
and tell it immediately on their arrival in Che- 
foo, They do not give the name of the vessel 
which was sunk, but that omission might be 
easily accoutted for even had they talked at 
length with natives whom they say were saved, 

In addition, the //ipsanp left Newchwang 
Friday afternoon, July 14th, avd it is probable. 
she would be about off Pigeon Bay on Satur- 
“day morning. >" , 

On'the other hand, it does not seem likely 
that the forts would fire on a passing vessel, 
‘though they might puta shot across her bow 
to make her heaveto, If the shot were other 
than warning it would undoubtedly not be 
fired if there were any uncertainty as to the 
nature of the vessel, unless all precedent be 
thrown to’the winds. Much less probable is it 
that a torpedo boat would discharge ber dan- 
gerous missiles if there were uncertainty.as to 
the object of attack being a merchahtman or 
man-of-war, Then, too, ifa vessel were sunk 
at this time and place, there is nothing as. yet 
by which to identify her as the Hipsang., 

I[the statements of the Chinese be true, viz, 
that a vessel was fired on and sunk, it is ‘Ikely 
the shots from the forts weie intended as warn- 
ings, and unfortuhately struck a a under 
observation, 

However, unless the above tale can be con- 
firmed, and the disappearance of the Hipsung 
connected therewith, it will be useless to specu- 
late as to what has. become of her, assuming 
that she has met with no accident to her ma- 
chinery which would retard or prevent her 
navigation, until sufficient time has elapsed for 
her to have reached the port for which she may 
shave headed, She is supposed to be loaded 
with bean cake, In that event she would pra-' 
bably go to Swatow or Amoy, possibly to 
Hongkong. If steering for the latter port, she 
should be near:there now, in ordinary-\wea- 
ther, or that prevailing at the present’ time, 
as boats running up and down the coast have 
not experienced in the last.few days wind and 
sea to delay their progress materially, 

As to accidents to her machinery or navigat- 
ing gear, it does not seem likely that such ris- 
fortune would have caised her to disappear from 
view. for so long-a time. She could hardly 
have drifted out of her course to such a distance 
as not to be spoken hy some onc of the numer- 
ous vessels. passing over or near the. course 
supposed to have been taken by her.
